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We Should Give Thanks 


N NORMAL TIMES THE OBSERVANCE 

of Thanksgiving is the occasion of a wel- 
come respite frora*the daily grind and an 
opportunity for friendly reunion round the 
festive board. After more than four years 
of war our Spirits are not so buoyant as they 
were before the new despotism began to 
cast’ its shadow over the earth's surface. The 
heliday mood is tempered by a too intimate 
knowledge’ oY ‘thie Gethiseiniine whith if preat 
part of the world js experiencing. Press and 
radio tell us every hour of the day and night 
that new victims of totalitarian tyranny 
dose their eyes in death—some by torture 
“and famfhe, others because they dare to 
dety the dictates of those who would crush 
the human spirit; still more say farewell to 
life on the field of battle, in the air, and on 
the seas, All these gallant souls have stood 
and gre standing between the people of this 
fair land and the unspeakable horrors of a 
modern dictator’s “new order.” 


Despite the holocaust, then, there are 
other impressive reasons why Canadians 
should give grateful thanks at this stage of 
the most brutal of all wars: No aerial 
monsters have dropped their ghastly mis- 
siles on our villages, our towns, or our cities; 
our homes have been spared what is euphe- 
mistically termed the physical impact of the 
conflict. No convulsiens of nature have dis- 
turbed the even tenor of our lawful occa- 
sions. No Canadian has known real hunger 
in these recent years; millions in Europe 
and Asia feel its pangs as an all-too-frequent 
variant of the threat of destruction by shot 
or shell. Our family life is intact and in- 
violate; our public life still enjoys the free- 
dom which is fts right—again because of 
untold sufferings endured by millions re- 
mote from this peacéful scene. Surely there 
is much in this for which to give thanks, 
much to impel us to submit to.a stern pro 
eens of self-examination. 


Only those Canadian families who have 
received the dreaded official announcement 
from Ottawa understand the full impact of 
this war. Happily these are comparatively 
few so far; the rest of us have had ample 
opportunity to satisfy material desires 
hitherto unslaked. Never in the history of 
the Dominion have so many had so much to 
do with virtually as they pleased; such con- 
trols of spending as have been imposed 
should be considered blessings not even in 
disguise. Yet we grumble if we are sternly 
rebuked for attempting practices which 
must threaten our own individual interests 
if we insist on succumbing to them. 
sands of Canadians at this most crucial 
stage of the Dominion’s economy would tell 
the government to let down the bars which 
pen back the flood of surplus purchasing’ 
power—never pausing to think that such a 
procedure would result in creating a condil- 
tion in this country similar to that which 
helped to produce the. man responsible for 
the present universal slaughter. Verily 
should we-all give thanks and resolve to 
beeome better Canadians. 


Conserve Electricity 


UR DRY SUMMER AND AN ALMOST 

rainless autumn so far have resulted in 
depletion of the natural reservoirs of the 
B.C. Electric Railway Company’s‘main plant 
at Jordan River. The situation is reported 
to be so serious that unless we have heavy 
and continued rains in this area within the 
next few weeks the supply of water for 
generpting power will be exhausted. At the 
same time, due to expansion of war indus- 
tries and increase of population, there has 
been an enormous increase in the consump- 
tion of electricity hereabouts, 


The company showed foresight two and, 


a half years ago in ordering. a large addl- 
tional steam-turbo-generating unit in order 
to imcrease the output from the Brentwood 
Bay power station. If this installation had 
been in service a year ago, as planned, there 
would have been no critical supply problem 
now. However, because of the difficulties 
in getting equipment and in transportation, 
the new unit will not be completed until 
the end of this year. 


All these circumstances have combined 
to threaten Victoria and the lower island 
with an electric power shortage during the 
next three months. Mr. A. T. Goward, vice- 
president of the company, is appealing to 
consumers to curtail their use of electric 
energy in every. way they can during the 
few weeks of emergency. He asks that we 
im homes, offices, stores, theatres and the 
Jess essential industries burn fewer lights 
and use less electricity otherwise, so that 
the necessary power may be. available for 
essential war industries. It is ‘a reasonable 
real inconvenience to anyone, Not to heed

The grim truth that our enemies are far 
from beaten, that the armies and air forces 
of both Germany and Japan are larger than 
at the start of the war, and that there is no 
real prospect of an early collapse by either 
of them, was unfolded in the survey made 
by the- military experts and Under-Secre- 
tary of War Patterson. They pointed out 
the surrender of Italy had weakened Ger- 
many only to a minor degree, while our re- 
cent victories in Europe and the Pacific 
had not vitally impaired enemy strength. 

According to Major-General Strong, chief 
of army intelligence, all the information 
available indicated that the Luftwaffe, de- 
spite its losses, is larger today than it was 
in 1939, while the Reichswehr has replaced 
its huge casualties in Russia and now has 


approximately 4,500,000 men, not’ counting 
satellite troops. On the German home front, 
the civilian food ration is higher in calory 
content than in 1939, so that the mass mal- 
nutrition which weakened German resistance 
in the last-war may be ruled out at this 
time, General Strong admitted that Japan 
is growing stronger and cannot easily be 
beaten, even if Germany should drop out 
of the war. Nippon has 2,000,000 men of 
military age not yet called up because they 
have not been needed; and shé has some 
2,000,000 more potential soldiers in the 17- 
| to-20 age group not yet subject to draft. Jap- 
anese air strength, he (spid, is on the up- 
grade. Losses have béen replaced and the 
air force is improving both in quality and 
numbers. Japanese civilian morale !s un- 
shaken and capacity for sacrifice seems al- 
most limitless. 

The Allied air war against the Reich has 
curtailed industrial and war production, 
“de-housed” 1,800,000 persons, lowered ‘mo- 
rale and compelled a shift fram bomber to 
fighter planes, according to the report made 
by Lieut.-General McNarney, deputy chief 
of staff. This is interpreted as convincing 
| evidence that the German high command 
| has abandoned hope of winning a complete 
victory and is now aiming at a stalemate 
through prolonged defence. Nevertheless, 
the German war machine is still so for- 
midable that the toughest and bloodiest 
| Stages of the war lie ahead, and this will 
entall losses visualized by General Strong 
| as so heavy that “they will be felt in every 
town and every village of our country.” 

All the speakers, which included General 
George C. Marshall, underlined the fact that 
“victory could be attained only by throwing 
our last ounce of energy into the struggle, 
with no relaxation of effort at any moment. 
The main advantage we have is our ability 
to produce the weapons of war. If, through 
our unwillingness to face the facts, we give 
up this advantage, we may find our oppor- 
tunity for victory has escaped us perma- 
nently.”

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In Night Sky 


Planets Back

The absence of planets from 
the evening sky, which came 
after Venus, so brilliant during 
the early summer, switched over 
to be a morning star, has not 
continued very long. October 
evenings find Mars and Saturn 
visible in the northeast. Their 
positions are shown on the ac 
companying maps, which depict 
the appearance of the heavens at 
11 p.m., wartime, on Oct, 1, and 
an hour earlier at the middie of 
the month. 


Néar the horizon, a little north 
of the east point, is Aldebaran, 
the red star which marks the eye 
of Taurus, the bull. A little 
higher, and farther north, is 
Capella, in Auriga, the charioteer, 
Mars is just to the right of the 
star at the boundary between 
these two constellations, While 
Saturn is below. Mars, red in 
color like Aldebaran, is the 
brighter of the two planets, but 
both are so low in. the sky that 
the absorption of their light by 
the atmosphere dims them appre- 
ciably. Later in the night, as they 
climb into the southern sky, they 
are seen with their full bright- 
ness. 

Among the stars, Capella and 
Aldebaran both belong to the 
astronomer’s first -magnitude. 
Some other stars of this same 
class can be seen in another direc- 
tion. High in the west is Cygnus, 
the swan, otherwise known as 
the northern cross. If you look 
for the cross-shaped figure, the 
star Deneb is easy to locate, since 
it is at the head of the cross. 
Below Cygnus is Lyra, the lyre, 
and in this is Vega. About as 
high as Vega, but more to the 
south, is Altair, in Aquila, the 
eagle. The sixth, and last of our 
first magnitude stars that appear 
on these maps is directly south— 
Fomalhaut, in Piscis Austrinus. 
Just above it is Aquarius, the 
water carrier, This figure is 
closely connected with Piscis 
Austrinus, which means “the; 
southern fish.” On theold star | 
maps, Aquarius was shown as| 
an old man, pouring water from | 
a jar—and the stream of water 
was flowing into. the fish's | 
mouth! 


Two and possibly three other 
planets may be seen this month | 
if you get up early enough in the 
morning. On Oct. 10, Mercury is | 
at greatest western elongation, | 
which: means that it rises about | 
an hour and 4 half before sun-, 
rise. This, however, is not as far | 


ahead of the sun as it rises on |, 


some occasions, and so it will be 
rather. difficult to locate the| 
planet in the dawn. Venus, how: | 
ever, is easily seen before sun-| 
yise in the east, and it is so bright } 
that it will be possible to follow | 
it without much trouble even} 
after the sun has risen. On Oct. 
12, it reaches- the magnitude of | 
minus 4.3, which is far brighter 


on the broad stairway of their converted barracks | than any other planet can ever 


get, and also more brilliant than | 
| any star. | 


| Jupiter rises about 1 a.m. and 
its magnitude is minus 1.7, also 
very brilliant, though inferior to 
Venus. On the morning of Oct. 
23 there is an occultation, or 
“eclipse” of Jupiter by the moon, 
though it is over before moonrise 
in most of the United States. In 
New England and the Maritime 
provinces, however, the planet 
will emerge from behind the 
moon after it has risen at about 
145 am., E.W.T. The moon will 
be in a gibbous phase, between 
last quarter and new. Jupiter, 
therefore, will make its appear-

ance from behind the dark limb 
éf the moon.

With Mars now joining the 
objects that we can see during 
the evening we have a chance to 
watch i as it makes one of its 
regular visits to the earth. The 
distance between us and that 
planet changes considerably. We 
are about 92,000,000 miles away 
from the sun, while Mars is 141, 
500,000 miles from it. Though the 
earth encircles the sun once every 
365.25 days, Mars requires 687 
days to go around. Every 780 
days (nearly two years two 
months) we catch up-to’ Mars, 
and both planets are in the same 
direction from the sun. Then the 
distance between Mars and us is 
equal to the difference of the 
distances of the two planets from 
the sun. But after half of the” 
780-day period, the planets are on 
opposite sides of the sun, and 
then Mars is distant from the 
Earth by a figure which is the 
sum of the distances. Accord- 
ingly, the distance of Mars and 
Earth varies tremendously, the 
more so since the orbit of Mars 
is not exactly circular. 

When we have the closest. pos- 
sible opposition (the name the 
astronomer gives to the time that 
both planets are in the same 
direction from the sun) the dis- 
tance between is about 34,600,000 
miles, and this occurred last in 
1924. Another opposition is now 
approaching, and while this is 
ne: an unusually favorable one, 
as concerns distances, neither is 
it a very unfavorable one either. 
In fact, it is about average. 

At the beginning of 1943 Mars 
was far beyond the sun. On Jan. 
1 its distance was 215,960,000 
miles. Since then it has been 
drawing closer—and. getting 
brighter. On the 15th of this 
month it will be about 63,597,000 
miles from us. On Nov, 28 it will 
make the closest approach, when 
50,120,000 miles will separate us. 
So during this month and next, 
as you watch the red planet come 
into better view in the evening 
sky, you can recall that the 
planet is making us one of its 
regular neighborly visits.

'5 Jap Warships 


Sunk In Pacific; 
Quit Kolombangara 


By The Associated Press 

Japan counted five warships 
sunk or damaged today in a bit- 
ter naval engagement with 
lighter U.S. surface forces, which 
frustrated the evacuation of 
enemy troops from positions no 
longer tenable in the central, 
Solomon Islands. 

The Japanese announced in an 
imperial headquarters communi- 
que that both Kolombangara and 
Vella Lavella Islands had been 
evacuated. The Domeil news 
agency, in a ‘broadcast recorded 
by O.W.I. called the movement a 
“successful transfer,” which had 
been carried out “almost without 
enemy interferente.” 

Allied headquarters, however, 
announced without qualification: 

“The enemy wag frustrated in 
an apparent attempt to evacuate 
(from Vella Lavella) the rem- 
nants of his defeated ground 
forces.” 

The naval action took place off 
Vella Lavella Wednesday night. 
Although outmanned and out- 
gunned, a small group of U.S. de- 
stroyers fought it out with the 
enemy: Within minutes a Japa- 
nese light cruiser and one de- 
strdyer exploded and sank by 
gunfire, another destroyer went 
down from a well-aimed torpedo. 
Two other enemy destroyers 
were damaged and limped away. 
Four more enemy destroyers and 
an assortment of gunboats and 
barges changed course and fled 
without a fight.
